City to Spend 


$1,000,000 


On Street Improvements 


$320,000 for Resurfacing, Remainder for Immediate 
Repairs in All Sections, in Program Before Commis- 
sioners Today—Bell Urges Borland Law Change. 


The greatest program of street 
improvements in the history of the 
National Capital will be submitted 
to the District commissioners for 
approval today. These improve- 
ments will be paid for out of a 
$1,000,000 Jump sum appropriation 
made by Congress at this session. 
Of this sum, $320,000 will be spent | 
for resurfacing. The remainder 
will be used for patching bad spots 
and for labor and equipment. 

The street-improvement program 
takes on added interest in view of 
the fact that an amendment to the 
Borland law is now pending before 
the Senate District committee, it 
having passed the House. This. 
amendment would relieve owners 
of property abutting streets to be | 
resurfaced of about 35 per cent of | 
the cost. 

Engineer Commissioner J. Frank- 
lin Bell yesterday visited the Capi- 
tol, taking with him the commis- 
sioners’ favorable report on the 
amendment to the Borland law,

The Journal correspondent says 
the government is master of the 
situation; the country is calm. 

The discovery of the plot, it is 
added, is not likely to interfere 
with the departure of the king and 
queen for Paris and London to. 
morrow (Friday) night.

Mundelein, Lll., June (By the 
Associated Press).—Despite a del- 
uge of rain and hail in the midst of 
the final the twenty- 
eighth International Eucharistic 
congress was carried to a magnifi- 
cent conclusion today by hundreds 
of Catholic clergy, including twelve 
cardinals, before a vast assemblage 
of more than 700,000 persons. 

Brilliant sunshine supplanted the 
storm as the last scene of the spec- 
tacle ended and the army of pil- 
grims from the four corners of the 
earth prepared for the great reces- 
sional to Chicago. It had taken 
two days and a night for this audi- 
ence to reach Mundelein, to hear 
the apostolic blessing of Pope Pius 
XI, and it was likely that the last 
pilgrim of probably the largest re- 
ligious congregation in history 
would not get away before tomor- 
row.

Procession Defies Storm. 


Utterly oblivious of a 20 minute 
storm of rain and hail late this 
afternoon, the thousands of priests 
and prelates, including the twelve 
cardinals, continued the eucharistic 
procession through the grounds of 
the seminary of St. Mary of the 
Lake as it was planned months ago. 

After Cardinal Bonzano, the pa- 
pal legate, had deposited’ the 
golden ostensorium on the altar of 
the outdoor sanctuary, he turned 
to the acres of reverent, upturned 
faces in the vast natural amphi- 
theater, before the seminary 
chapel, and uttered the words of 
the papal benediction which for- 
mally concluded the five day festi- 
val. 

The day’s services, which began 
at 10 o’clock this morning, ended 
under clear blue skies. 

Congress officials announced that 
between 700,000 and 800,000 per- 
sons had passed through the gates 
of the seminary grounds during the 
morning. 

Rain clouds gathered suddenly 
soon after the procession began to 
file out of the sanctuary shortly 
after noon and at 2 o’clock the first 
light rain fell. 

Near Panic in Spots. 


An hour later a torrential rain 
and hail fell upon the multitudes 
for 20 minutes. Thousands on the 
fringe of the assemblage dashed 
for shelter and in a few widely 
separated sections of the tw6 
square miles the crush created a 
momentary condition of panic, but 
the official program continued as 
solemnly and as orderly as it had 
begun.

Continental Relene a Bloc 
Against U. S.; Amazement 
at Experts’ Act Here. 


Geneva, June 24 
The underlying 


(By A. P.).— 
principle of the 
Washington naval agreement was 
knocked overboard today at the 
conference of the naval experts on 
disarmament and was helped to a 
quick fall by the nations of conti- 
nental Europe, who virtually, acted 
as a bloc under the leadership of 
France and Italy. 

This principle is known as a com- 
parison of the naval strength of 
the various nations by taking into 
account the total tonnage of the 
various types of warships, as, for 
example, battleships. 

At the forenoon session of the 
naval experts who have under dis- 
cussion naval problems in prepara- 
tion for an eventual international 
disarmament conference, it was de- 
cided that this was not a possible 
standard for comparing navies. 
The vote was 11 to 6, and at the 
afternoon meeting twelve nations, 
all European, registered the opin- 
ion that the Washington principle 
was not. fair or acceptable to all 
nations. 

Big Powers With U. S 

All the big naval powers, except 
France and Italy, backed up the 
American contention that class ton- 
nage should be regarded as the one 
standard of comparison of the 
strength of navies. The countries 
voting with the United States were 
Great Britain, Japan, Argentina, 
Chile and Spain. 

Having rejected the American 
proposal in the forenoon, France 
and Italy presented another resolu- 
tion in the afternoon. The naval 
men were asked to vote on the fol- 
lowing: 

“Do you believe that a system 
of comparison of the naval arma- 
ments of one country with the 
naval armaments of another coun- 
try, based on a standard of ton- 
nage of each class, is a method 
capable of general application, 
which is exact and fair for all 
nations and therefore acceptable?’’ 

Japan and Argentina voted 
‘‘ves,’’ but the American, British, 
Chilean, German and Dutch dele- 
gations abstained from voting. 
Twelve other countries, including 
France and Italy, voted “no.’’

NGAINGT MEYER DAVIS 


Warrant in dichisire Leader 
Is Issued After Inquiry 
Into Auto Tragedy. 


60-MILE SPEED ALLEGED 


Warrants charging manslaughter 
and reckless driving were issued 
last night for Meyer Davis, wealthy 
jazz orchestra organizer and cafe 
proprietor. They were sworn out 
at the conclusion of a dramatic in- 
quiry in Hyattsville, called for the 
purpose of placing blame for the 
death of Bernard Booker.

The poe bloc’s relief legislation 
went on the rocks yesterday when 
the Senate defeated the McNary- 
Haugen bill by a vote of 45 to 39. 

The final attacks on the bill, led 
by Senator Reed, of Missouri, 
weakened the farm bloc lines, 
which had begun to waver when 
the Western-Southern coalition be- 
gan to disintegrate over the ques- 
tion of giving preferred treatment 
to the cotton growers. With a vir- 
tual subsidy given to cotton, the 
bill failed, and when Senator Nor- 
ris tried to force the bill through 
later with the cotton subsidy with- 
drawn, the Southern senators 
turned against him and defeated 
the bill in this form by a vote of 
52 to 28. 

After a hectic day the Senate 
finally recessed at 5:55 p. m.,, 
though a motion to recess was voted 
down shortly before this time. The 
upshot of the situation is that the 
McNary farm relief bill, which {g 
the same bill that already hag 
passed the House, and provides for 
a cooperative marketing bureau {fg 
the Department of Agriculture, re 
mains intact and ultimately may be 
passed and sent to the President. 
On the other hand, amendments 
yet may be adopted or the House 
bill may be defeated, 
bloc does not much care what hap- 
pens to this part of the program, 
The real fight was for the Hauge 
bill, with its appropriation from the 
Treasury and its equalization fee 
to be paid by the producers, which 
latter feature was so Severely @& 
tacked as unconstitutional.

Swiftly the League of Nations’ at- 
tention and apprehension have 
passed from Brazil and Spain to 
Italy, from which come persistent 
rumors that Premier Mussolini, in- 
censed over alleged new German 
agitation in southern: Tyrol, is re- 
flecting as to whether Italy should 
approve the entry of Germany into 
the league. Italy’s vote, like 
Brazil’s last year, can keep Ger- 
many out. 

Mussoliniis pictured as fearful of 
a possible union between Austria 
and Germany by reason of later re- 
vision of the Versailles treaty. Ger- 
many, it is -believed, is certain to 
fight for such revision, once she 
is a member of the league. A union 
of this kind would put Italy in a 
position similar to that of France, 
for Italy then, Tike France, would 
have a common frontier with Ger- 
many. Other reports allege grow- 
ing discontent in Italy with the

Several persons are said to be 
opposed to her selection, and it 
would not be surprising if a person 
from out of Washington was select- 
ed for the post to eliminate fric- 
tion which is threatened by ap- 
pointment of Mrs. Hardy or some 
other person already in the depart- 
ment. Mrs. Broy resigned. she said, 
to travel with her husband, who is 
jn the consular service. 

High praise was given to her by 
Dr. Ballou in a letter approved by 
the board accepting her resigna- 
tion. She entered the school serv- 
ice in 1901 and was one of the 
leaders in the building up of the 
community center department and 
obtaining legal recognition for it. 

‘“‘Mrs. Broy,” Dr. Ballou wrote, 
“has brought to her work an un- 
selfish devotion and an intelligent 
and appreciative attitude toward 
the extension of the service of the 
public schools of the community. 
She has displayed a fine tact and 
sympathetic understanding in her 
relation with her coworkers. She 
has made a real contribution to the 
school system and to this city, and 
she leaves to her successor an effi- 
cient organization possessing fine 
ideais of civic service.” The praise 
was made a part of the official 
record of the board.

onlookers. 

In the mad rush for the 
hundreds of women were crushed. 
More than 100 were so seriously 
injured that they were brought to 
Chicago on a special hospital traiu 
and sent to hospitals on the North 
side. One woman was reported to 
have fallen across a third rail at 
the terminal and was electrocuted. 

A total of 1,500 persons were! 
treated at the emergency first aid 
stations on the grounds where the 
ceremonies were held. Most of 
these cases were due to fainting or, 
to exhaustion.

BATHING BEACHES. 


The House committee on appropriations in 
reporting the second of the deficiency bills pro- 
vided for a number of items of importance to 
the District of Columbia, but it failed to in- 
clude one item that is of great interest to the 
people of Washington, particularly the youth 
of the city. That is the authorized appropria- 
tion of $345,000 for the construction of bath- 
ing beaches or pools. In making its report the 
committee states that this item was left out 
because of a disagreement over the selection of 
sites for the pools. The act authorizing the 
appropriation and construction of the bathing 


be located upon land heretofore or hereafter 
acquired for park, parkway or playground pur- 
poses, subject to the approval of the National 
Capital park and planning commission. The 
latter body has not chosen the sites and at a 


a distributed system of bathing pools in prox- 
imity to large centers of population rather 
than two large municipal pools that would in- 
volve long transportation. 

In view of the action of the commission the 
House committee announced in its report that 
no appropriation would be made until the ad- 
ministrative authorities had sufficient time to 
make a study of the matter and recommend a 
definite course of action. 

It is unfortunate that the planning commis- 
sion has not reached a decision as to the sites 
of these bathing pools. The act of Congress 
authorizing their construction specifically pro- 
vides for two pools. The commission favors a 
number of pools. The latter plan would be in 
conflict with the law. 

The people of Washington went without 
public bathing places during the hot months 
of last summer because Congress legislated the 
beaches out of existence. The delay in passing

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SENATORIAL EXPENSES. 

A resolution has been introduced in the 
Senate providing that any candidate for United 
States senator who spends more than $10,000, 
or whose friends or backers spend for him 
more than $10,000, in any primary or general 
or special election, unless such expenditure is 
made necessary by the laws of the State or 
for traveling or advertising purposes, shall 
automatically be deemed disqualified. 

Laws governing expenses of election 
either House or Senate go back to 1907, when 
were prohibited from contribut- 
ing to campaign expenses.

The act of August 33, 1913, amended the 
act of 1907 by prohibiting any individual from 
contributing more than $5,000 to the election 
of a senator or representative. The act of 
October 16, 1918, popularly known as the cor- 
rupt practices act, provides that any gift to 
influence a vote shall be punishable by a fine 
of not more than $1,000 or imprisonment for 
not more than one year. 

In the meantime a constitutional amend- 
ment was adopted providing for the election 
of senators by popular vote. The United 
States Supreme Court decided that the law 
limiting campaign expenses or contributions, 
and the corrupt practices act does not apply 
to primaries, or elections of senators by popu- 
lar vote. In the Newberry case, the Supreme 


As each house of Congress shall be the 
judge of the elections, returns and quali- 
fications of its own members and as 
Congress may regulate the times, places 
and manner of holding elections, the na- 
tional government is not without power 
to protect itself against corruption, fraud 
or other malign influence. 

The law now limits the expenditure for the 
election of a senator to $10,000; and probably 
the adoption of the resolution offered would 
simply have the effect of bringing primary 
elections under the ban, and permit the Sen- 
ate to disqualify a senator who expends or has 
expended for him, in a primary, a sum of 
money in excess of $10,000.

The women of Britain, who a few years ago 
fought so strenuously and so picturesquely 
for the right to vote and succeeded, up to a 
certain point, in carrying their objective, are 
determined to remove the political inequalities 
which still exist between them and the men. 
The law, which, as a result of their aggressive 
campaign, they were able to have placed on the 
statute book, provides that the voting age for 
women shail be 30. An earlier law had given 
the vote to men on reaching the age of 21.

INCREASE OF PENSIONS. 

The Senate has agreed to the civil war pen- 
sion bill increasing pensions of surviving vet- 
erans and their widows. It is estimated that 
the main provision of the bill will cause an in- 
crease in the pension appropriations of the gov- 
ernment of about $13,000,000. 

This increase is justifiable because of 
increased cost of living.

About one-half of the 
war veterans are now receiving $72 a 
month and the other half $50 a month. Those 
who are totally disabled receive $72 a month. 
The bill agreed to proposes to give them all 
$72 amonth. It also provides that all veterans 
totally blind or helpless shall receive $90 a 
month. This portion of the bill will increase 
the pension appropriation bill about $2,000.,- 
000. 

Finally, the bill proposes to increase the pen- 
sions of all widows who have reached, or will 
reach, 76 years of age, by the sum of $10 a 
month, involving an increase of about $15,- 
672,000 a year in appropriations. This will 
make a total increase of about $33,304,000, 
including what is known as the House omnibus 
bill. 

The cost of the pension bureau and the ex- 
penditures for pensions now amounts to ap- 
proximately $194,000,000 annually.

when he was testifying. In a chok- 
ing voice, he announced that he was 
not looking for damages but for 
justice. He was anxious to estab- 
lish the fact that the accident took 
place at about 9 o’clock in the night 
and not in the early morning hours, 
as some believed. 

When the witnesses had finished 
testifying State’s Attorney Bowie 
arose and asked that warrants 
charging manslaughter and reck- 
less driving be issued for Mr. Da- 
vis.

WANTS CHILDREN WARNED 


Women automobile drivers are 
more efficient than men and figure 
in fewer automobile accidents, M. O. 
Eldridge, director of traffic, declared 
while addressing the ladies’ day 


luncheon of the Cosmopolitan club in 
the Lee house yesterday. 

Stressing on this point, Mr. El- 
dridge stated that if one visited the 
traffic courts any night, they would 
find that the number of men arrest- 
ed for violation of traffic ordinances 
would be far greater than women. 
He urged that more women be allow- 
ed to drive automobiles. 

Mr. Eldridge spoke on the part 
parents of children should play in 
instructing their children not to play 
in the streets, thereby avoiding acci- 
dents. He urged the mothers to talk 
to their children on this subject. 

“Just last week,’ he declared, 
“the police were instructed to pay 
more attention to children playing 
in the street. You mothers should 
not be surprised if a policeman picks 
up your child and takes him to the 
juvenile court for a lecture. This 
is our plan and I am sure that you 
do not want your child taken to 
the juvenile court, but such action 
must be taken to keep the death rate 
among children down. You can help 
us by keeping your children out of 
the streets.” 

Mr. Eldridge declared that the 
things that caused most of the acci- 
dents among children were care- 
lessly crossing the streets, running 
into the streets from behind objects 
without looking, playing in the 
streets, coasting, boarding or leav- 
ing street Cars, hanging on vehicles 
and begging for rides. He called 
the hit-and-run automobile driver 
the meanest criminal known to the 
human race.

COURT RULES AGAINST 
WOMAN IN LOVE SUIT 


California Widow, Defendant 
in $100,000 Litigation, 
Wins Directed Verdict. 


The Martin-Coit $100,000 aliena- 
tion of affections suit ended sud- 
denly yesterday in circuit court be- 
fore Justice Adolph A. Hoehling, 
when the court directed a verdict 
in favor of the defendant, Mrs. 
Frances Coit, wealthy widow, of 
Oakland, Calif., who is living at the 
Argonne apartments. 

The plaintiff was Mrs. Eva ¢€. 
Martin, who sued Mrs. Coit, alleg- 
ing that the latter had alienated the 
affections of her husband, Merton 
G. Martin, department store buyer 
of this city. Martin has been mar- 
ried before and at the time of his 
marriage to the plaintiff in Feb- 
ruary, 1925, the court found, he 
was not divorced from his first 
wife, there being only an interlocu- 
tory decree. The court took the 
view that the marriage of February, 
1925, between Merton G. Martin 
and the plaintiff was purely a cere- 
monial one and not valid. Martin 
did not obtain a final decree of di- 
vorce against his fist wife until 
April, 1925, the records show. 

Attorneys Lambert, Yeatman and 
Canfield, counsel for Mrs. Coit, de- 
manded a directed verdict in favor 
of thefr client on the ground that 
Mrs. Martin had failed to prove her 
right to maintain the suit as the 
lawful wife of Martin, and the 
court granted the demand, Mrs. 
Martin is also a plaintiff in a suit 
for limited divorce which she filed 
November 17 last. The equity 
court has yet to pass upon the 
question of the validity of her mar- 
riage.

GIVIL SERVICE RECORDS 
PRIVATE, COURT RULES 


Opinion Refuses Dr. Stowell’s 
Request for Mandamus 
Against Commission. 


HOLDS BODY IS IMMUNE 


The records of the civil service 
commission, or any part of them, 


especially the lists of names of tem- 
porary government employes, which 
were thought to be part of the pub- 
lic record available to any citizen 
for the asking, are not public rec- 
ords when the commission does not 
care to permit an inspection, ac- 
cording to the result of mandamus 
suit filed against the commission in 
the circuit courts, by Dr. Ellery 
C. Stowell, president of the Better 
Government league. 

Justice Adolph A. Hoehling yes- 
terday, in declining to issue a writ 
against the commission to require 
it to furnish Dr. Stowell with a 
list of names of temporary em- 
ployes, or in lieu thereof permit 
him to inspect the lists, sustains 
the contention of the commission 
that it is a board of advisors to the 
President, that the commissioners 
are agents of the President, and as 
such are answerable to the chief 
executive only, that to issue a man- 
damus against the commission is 
equivalent to issuing one against 
the President. No court has the 
power to mandamus the President. 

The court took notice of the fact 
that Dr. Stowell failed to disclose 
his reason for wanting a list. 

The court also found that Dr. 
Stowell had no more legal interest 
in the list of names of temporary 
employes than-other citizens who 
have no controversy with the com- 
mission, and that if he can main- 
tain a mandamus suit against the 
commission then all other citizens 
can do likewise. 

Justice Hoehling also decided 
that it is up to the commission to 
decide which of the records are 
confidential and are not to be seen 
by any one without the consent of 
the commission or the President. 
Assistant District Attorney Leo A. 
Rover appeared for the commission. 

Dr. Stowell announced last night 
that he would appeal the decision. 

Dr. Stowell said he knew that 
24 State and municipal civil service 
commissions had reported that they 
permitted the public to have access 
to their list of officers, and that 
he had heard of no other case ex- 
cept that of the Federal commis- 
sion in which a policy of secrecy 
had been adopted.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
WANTS DENTAL CLINICS 


Branch Library in Northeast 
Section Costing $15,000, 
Is Nequested. 


Recommendation that 20 addi- 
tional men be detailed to the de- 
tective bureau and that 25 addi- 
tional motorcycle policemen be ap- 
pointed was made _ yesterday by 
Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintend- 
ent of police, in submitting his esti- 
mated expenses for the fiscal vear 
ending June 30, 1928. 


Maj. Hesse asked for a total ap- 
propriation of $3,226,185, an in- 
crease over the 1927 appropriation 
of $98,315. Among the things he 
asked for are a new patrol boat 
to replace the tug that is now being 
loaned to the harbor police by the 
Navy Department, and for a new 
repair shop building adjoining the 
Seventh precinct station. 

Fire Chief George Watson asked 
for a total appropriation of $2,452. 
129, an increase over the 1927 ap- 
propriation of $188,134. Of this 
sum, he would use $75,000 for the 
establishment of a new engine 
house in the vicinity of Connecticut 
avenue and Nebraska avenue; $88,- 
400 for new truck house in the 
vicinity of Twelfth and U streets 
northwest; and $20,000 for a new 
drill tower and equipment, adja- 
cent to No. 8 engine house. 


Subject to Revision. 


The estimates, which were sub- 
mitted to Auditor Daniel Donovan, 
will be passed on to the commis- 
sioners, who probably will revise 
them downward. After that they 
will be subject to further revision 
by the bureau of the budget and by 
Congress. 

Altogether 29 departments or in- 
dependent organizations submitted 
estimates yesterday, the total be- 
ing $10,985,988. 

The health department asked for 
an appropriation of $1,033,090, am 
increase of $681,740. Of this sum, 
Health Officer Fowler wants to 
use $10,000 for the establishment 
of four new dental clinics in the 
public schools. 

The free public library asks for 
$396,260, of which $15,000 would 
be used for the purchage of a site 
for a branch library in northeast 
Washington. 


Guards Want Armory. 


The District national guard asks 
for an appropriation of $161,750, 
as against $49,850 for 1927. Maj, 
Gen. Anton Stephan, the command- 
ing officer, wants $100,000 appro- 
priated immediately for the con- 
struction of a new armory, the total 
cost of which would be $500,000. 

Other appropriations asked for 
were as follows. 

Public playgrounds, $177,310;

District Supreme court, $256,216; 
policemen and firemen’s pension 
fund, $627,000; purchase of auto- 
mobile tags, $17,520; director of 
traffic, $563,600.

Camp emblems will be awarded 
those who maintain a high stand- 
ard of excellence as campers 
throughout the season, an adult be- 
ing placed in charge of every seven 
boys. Tutoring is provided for boys 
behind in their studies at addition- 
al cost. A physician is quartered 
in the camp. Much of the food 
comes directly from the camp 
farm, which supplies fresh vegeta- 
bles during the vacation term.
